though possessing the legal right to 
keep liquor off foreign ships touching 
American ports -will not in actual 
practice challenge the. good feeling of 
tlie powers and cause serious embar-. 
rassiwrit. 


All the protests from the foreign 


countries have been filed, and:hive 
been answered- The position of the 
American government 
fron>, a . legal' 


viewpoint is adamant and inflexible.. 
Tile question now is whether it is a 
good thing for the United States to 
enforce her legal rights to the limit 
or take into account the feelings of 
the powers. Under these conditions, 
the discretionary power of enforce- 
ment rests not with the .department 
of state but with the treasury depart- 
ment in which the enforcement ma- 
chinery is located.

LONDON. June 7.—(By tlie Asso- 


ciated Press)—The new reparations 
note which Ambassador St. Hamer 
will present to Lord Curzon this aft-

reparations.

The memorandum declares an 


inevitable requisite to a practical so- 
Itiljon of the reparations problem is 
the early convocation of a general 
conference to which Germany would 
he admitted on an equal basis. . 


The document is brief and wholly 


devoted to elucidating the 
mooted 


points on which the creditor nations 
liad requested amplifying statements. 
It makes no mention of the political 


situation, the Ruhr occupation or tb« 
question of abandoning the passive. 
resistance and indulges in no recrim- 
inations. Neither does it refer to the 
conditions unfler which Germany Is 
prepared to carry out the payment of 
the annuities. 


The memorandum re-affirms Ger- 


many's good will and readiness to 
meet her reparations obligations and 
asserts the conviction that the entire 
problem should be submitted to an 
impartial inquiry, the 
verdict 
of 


which, it declares, would be accepted 
by the. German government. 


As a guarantee for the annuktw, 


the German government pledges the 
federal railway system which would 
be capitalized at 10,000,000,000 marks, 
including an annual bonded interest 
of 500,000,000 marks. A further 10,- 
000,000,000 marks would be guaran- 
teed by a gold flve per cent mortgage, 
security for which would 
be fur- 


nished in physical holdings of indus- 
try, agricultural and shipping nnd the 
gold obligations assumed by banking 
nnd commercial interests and private 
real estate. This levy, it Is estimated, 
would also yield 500,000,000 
gold 


marks. The a4kiitioiial 200.000.000 of 
the annuity total would be raised by 
increased customs duties on articles 
of luxury and. the creation of a, gov- 
ernment monopoly in tobacco 
and 


spirits.

"One of the most important 


things to secure . .. . is the right 
to hold and express the religious 
view that best meet his own 
soul needs. Any political move- 
ment directed against any body 
of our fellow citizens because of 
their religious creed is a grave 
offense against American prin- 
ciples and American institutions 


Such a movement directly 


contravenes the 
»pirit 
of the 


Constitution itself. 


"Washington and his associ- 


ates believed that it was essen-

Private and relig- 
ious schools existed in this republic 
long before the public schools were 
ever dreamed of. Is it because they 
nre supported by public monies? Our 
penitentiaries and our poorhouscs arc 
also supported by public monies. Does 
that make them typically American 
institutions? Is it because the pub- 
lic schools are more according to the 
American idea? This country is es- 
sentially a religious and Christian 
country. We are not a nation of In- 
fidel", or atheists, or materialists. We 
claim to be a religious, even a Chris- 
tian nation. Our country is built up 
on Christian principles. Therefore, I 
unhesitatingly maintain that the re- 
ligious school is more according to 
the American Ideal. Schools in which 
the names of God and of Christ can 
scarcelv be mentioned are a mere 
makeshift to meet the situation creat- 
ed by the multiplicity of religious and 
denominations; but the more Ameri- 
can school is the religious school. 


The Fathers of the United States 


declared to the world why it was nec- 
essary for the people of this country, 
in tlic course of human events, to as-

waters, the sovereign rights of a na- 
tion Is unlimited except for treaty 
obligations and not one power hae 
raised the question in this contro- 
versy of'nny'infringement of treaty 
rights or interference with the "free- 
dom of the port" as the term is gen- 
erally used in commercial treaties. 
It Is" recognized 
that if the United 


States government wants to keep li- 
quor off foreign ships touching Amer- 
ican ports, that is something the 
United States can do but it is deli- 
cately .suggested that if every power 
were to enforce to the limit its own 
rights within the three mile limit and 
on its own terirtory there would be 
no international comity and only feel- 
ing would result. 


The foreign powers have said for 


instance, that if the United States 
takes its rights within the three mile 
limit literally so might other powers 
be constructed to do the same thing 
and there is no telling where the re- 
taliatory process wluld end. To all 
of this the department of state has 
been compelled to make a single 
answer, namely that the legislative 
discretion rests with congress which 
jody has already • passed a law in 
which turn the supreme court of the 
United States has 
conclusively 
in- 


terpreted. 


Any relief, therefore, must come 


!rom'congress. But no session of con- 
gress is to be convened until next au- 
:nmn so the responsibility rests with 
the chief executive who rlplegatc-s thp 
discretionary power to the treasury 


be enforced. It li a matter of record 
tn»t the prohibition enforcement ma- 
chinery of the government IMS not 
been adequate to deti with all phase* 
of prohibition »nd it would not be 
inconsistent for the secretary of the 
treasury to decide that there are far

thft 


Volstead act on shore to keep the pro- 
hibition unit busy without bothering 
for -the- present with the- relatively 
small amount of liquor that will be 
carried by foreign ships under seal 
when they touch American ports, A 
searching tquad would have to be 
formed and considerable money used 
in forcing this new element in the 
law when. Indeed, the existing ap- 
propriations are vitally needed to 
catch bootleggers on shore and to put 
a stop to the operations of the rum 
fleet- which connect with bootleg rings 
on shore. 


The first Idea of circumventing the 


supreme court decision by calling 
ships' liquor a medicinal store fell 
by the boards because it was too 
bald. But it did show the real re- 
luctance of the executive branch of 
the government to offend foreign gov- 
ernments especially on a section of 
the law which did not receive atten- 
tion in congress from that angle and 
which, the executive officials feel 
ought to be fully considered by con- 
gress in its next session. Legally the 
obligation is explicit and foreign gov- 
ernments do not dispute America's 
legal right, on that point, any more. 
But will America start a precedent in 
international relations by ignoring 
the protests of foreign powers? TVill 
the United States feel that it is morn 
important to enforce the law literally 
so as to do away with an insignifi- 
cant amount of liquor or will the 
regulations issued 
by the1 treasury 


about foreign ships stores become a 
dead letter as have other rules and 
regulations in the past behind which 
Is no great desire for enforcement. 
The latter is the more likely out- 
come of it all.
